seems to be at first sight a rather sweeping 
authority to. meet. deficiencies. in their 
estimated expenditure. by means oí rates 
on. licence-holders. ‘Furthermore, under 
the Bill, salmon-fishing will be a more 
expensive amusement than it has been in 
the past. At present an annual fee of. 
£1 allows the fisherman to ply the rod in 
any part of Ireland. If the Bill becomes 
law .in its present form, the fee will be 
doubled. The licence which it covers will 
be. valid only for a single fishing area, 
and ‘the right to fish in any other area 
must be acquired by means of an endorse- 
ment, which’ will cost ten shillings. The 
angler, however, is not likely to grumble if 
the larger fees are rewarded with im- 
proved sport, Concerning. the prevention 
of poaching the Ministry appears to take 
the view—wise, as we think—that re 
best way to discourage the poacher is 

deprive. him of all profit from his beth 
activities. If the Bill becomes law and is 
enforced vigilantly, the game of selling the 
poachers’ wares will cease to be worth the 
candle. The powers which the Govern- 
ment takes for this purpose are stringent 
and far-reaching. The Bill provides that 
all sellers of salmon and trout must secure 
licences, which will be issued by the con- 
servators, with the approval of the district 
justices ; that sales shall be made only on 


and purchases shall be entered in. a 
register, which must be open to the 
inspection of authorised persons, including 
members of the two police forces. Breaches 
of these regulations will involve penalties 
ranging from a £10 fine to three months’ 
imprisonment. Finally, the Bill arms 
fishery officials and the police with drastic 


rights to search persons and premises that |. 


may come under suspicion of illegal 
trafficking in fish. 

The Bill: will be submitted to the 
closest scrutiny in both Houses of the 
Oireachtas. In the Senate, perhaps—which 
contains: some keen anglers. and members 
of boards of conservators—the criticism 
will be mote technical and instructive 
than in the Lower House. If any critic 
in either House is tempted to regard the 
Bill as an ‘attack upon the liberty of the 
subject, we hope that he will define his 

meaning of the word “ liberty." Liberty 
within the generous Constitution of the 
that | Free State is one thing. Liberty -to kill | tien 
a nationa]' industry for the sake of private 
gain, and to diminish the national 
revenues, is another thing. It is the 
latter sort of liberty that this Bill 
seeks to abolish. The Minister’s remedies 
are stern and thoroughgoing, but they 
seem to be justified by the special 
circumstances of the case Less drastic 
legislation probably would fail to uproot 
an evil which has been so persistent and 
has increased and flourished without any 
sort of check during the recent years of 
public disorder. If the new Fisheries 
Bill fulfils its design, it will-confer two 
large benefits on the State. In the first 
place, it will be an addition to the forces 
which are restoring the reign of order and 
the rights of property throughout Ire- 
land. In the next’ place, it will safe- 
| and revive a cult which, as an 
and, as a sport, will increase the 
amenities of the country’s social life. If 
the Free State is to become a cheerful 
home for its own people and an attractive 
place for visitors; we must protect those 
traditions of sport and comradeship for 
which, not so- long ago, Ireland was 
famous throughout the world. The sports 
of hunting, fishing and shooting have 4 
real importance, moral as well as economic, 


in the national scheme of things; and/ 


when the State recognises that importance 
it serves the people well.

Germany's Peace Offer. 


There is little news regarding ‘the over- 
tures made by Germany for a peace pact. 
and in diplomatic circles there is much 
curiosity as to what will be the outcome 


of the suggestion. The whole proceeding “ 


is a little out of the ordinary; for no 
details, not even the outline of the suc- 
gested tenn gros igh been put into 
writing, ~The see arose out of con- 
versations in Berlin Lo the German 
Foreign Minister and the British Ambas- 
sador, and it was mainly due to the efforts 
of the latter, Lord d’Abernon, that the 
roposals emerged in a form which could 
be placed before our Foreign Office. Then 
followed conversations between Mr. Cham- 
berlain and the German Ambassador here, 
but they were surrounded with the 
greatest secrecy, and full details are still 
unobtainable. Probably the negotiations 
are hung up for a time owing to the 
Presidential election in Germany. 


The Presidential Election. 


The. Presidential election which is taking 
place in Germany to-day is not regarded 
seriously either by the electors or in this 
country. No candidate has the slightest 
chance of polling the clear majority of 
votes which is n to secure election, 
and that this is recognised is shown by the 
announcement to-day that the next election 
has been fixed for April 26th. All the 
parties of progress and of reaction have 
nominated candidates, who range from 
Dr. Marx, a former Imperial Chancellor, 
now resen the Centre, to a prize- 
fighter, nominated by the Communists.
